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THE TRADE OF YUNNAN. 


——— 
(Daily Press, 12th January.) 

~ From time to time, in. spite of the constant 

rising of more important questions in other 
parts of China, and in spite too of the long 
obsession of the public mind by the varying 
phases of the Manchurian difficulty, atten- 
tion is directed in British official reports 
and in the columns of the British Colonial 
Press. to the subject of Yunnan’s future 
and the probable share therein of British 
enterprise.- We published yesterday the 
conclusions arrived at’ by Mr. Lirron, 
H.B.M.’s Acting-Conswl, after a tour in the 
North-western part of the province last 
winter (19112-03). Mr. Lrrroy sets a good 
example to cousuls 
vestigation into the chances of his country’s 
commerce in the partiof the world wherein 
he is placed, and he writes neither with 
undue enthusiasm nor in despair. -He points 
out to start with, that’ Yunnan is out 
of the great current ‘of China trade—at 
‘present, we may add, for the time is surely, 
if very slowly, coming when both Yunnan 
and Szechueh must attract-a portion of that 
current to send it on either to French Indo- 
China or to Burma. We wish that we 
could also say to Hongkong, and indeed ten 
year: Ago we might so bave said, when a 
Kowldon-to-Burma railway «did not seem 
more impossible than a French Iudo- 
Chinese line to Yuunanfu. But with railways 
in a aew country it is the first line in which 
stands all the chances of success and, further, 
threaten&to prevent competition. To return 
to the poiit, Yunnan, Mr. Lrrron rays, is 
out ef the main current of China trade and 
a successful year there depends on the opium 
and rice-harvests of the province, thesein turn 
depending on the weather. What is wanted 
is some export products to give in return for 
"Indian yarn and cotton goods. Similarly

opening of Tengydeh must lead to expan- 
sion of trade by the Burma route. But the , 
real importance of Yunnan, it must always * 
be remembered, is that it ig the threshold of | 
Szechien and the Upper Yangtsze region, © 
and for this reason its Opering acquites a 
value entirely apart from what the province 
itself can do for Burmése and Indian trade. 
As the western gate pf Central China the 
opening of Yunnan is essential to British 
commerce and influence. a ee

in business on his own account. The con- 
fidence; of his friends in his honesty ard 
’ business capacity was such that sufficent money 
was placed at his disposal to enable him to begin 
the new business, and the pick of the Bast 
Asiatic Company's Port Arthur branch resigned 
their posts (or gave nofice) in order to join him 
in bis new ventute. ‘I'he present writer’ saw 
him in his own house just béfore he started for 
Japan and found him looking well, although he 
said that be had oferwdrked | impelf a: d needed 
a restbadly. He acéordingly‘left.Dalny for 
‘Nagasaki by the CU. E. R. & Argun’on the 14th 
_ November, reached Nagasaki onfthe ‘6th, and 
telegraphed the news of his arrival toa friend 
in Port Arthur on the sme day. ise aftar- 
wards wrote from Kobe on the 18th saying that 
he was delighted with Japan and proposed see- 
ing Gsaka, Kioto, and Miyaroshita before re- 
turning.

It is erroneous {o argue that Russia could not 
give way before an Asiatio Power. Shedid+oin 
the early eighties, when she yielded ap [li and 
Kuld Ja to China, after both couutties had been 
hovering for months on the verge of war, and 
‘she will do so again, as Japan is quite resolute 
in the stand she has taken, and is supported, to- 
some ect-nt, by both Great Br'tain and the 
United St-tes. To her Corea; which is involved 
in the Manchurian issues; isa mattor of life or 
death Japanese interests in Manchuria are 
far from being merely commercial, such as ‘are 
thoss of Great Britain and Araefica, They are 
a matter of vital importance to her, and hence. 
she.will ramain firm, and not, like the United 
States, ask for any more opening of ports, If 
Russia does not give way it is firmly believed 
that Japan will fight, and will invade Manchnu- 
ria by way of Corea. In a contest with Japan 
Russia will have to depend not on hor whole 
strength, but on that portion of it which sha 
can lringe to bear in the Far East. !'he’sea 
‘would be closed to her, and the lesson of the 
South African war must have taught her the 
inefficiancy of a long single line of railway asa 
nteans of transportation of troops. In the eyent 
«f war Japan would in all probability pour troops 
into the Liaotung peninsula, put forth all her 


| efforts for its reduction and the captu~e of Port 


Arthur, and than fortify herself beyond its 


natrow ‘neck, and thus having command of the 


‘) seal, hold itsecurely as a base of operations, whence 


she could advance her troops as deemed neces 
sary. -It is, therefore, a mistake jio say that

the depdt on land at T’sun-Wan Bay not less 


than ten feet above ‘high-water mark and be- 


there burnt? Now that the plague season is 
coming» on aod the sanitary regulations are 


being strenuously enforced, perhaps some. of. 


our energetic unoffivial members of the Sanitary 
' Board will find out the reason why such an 
important clause of the contract shauld be 
treated as a ded letter? At any rate a reliable 
watchman should be appointed to supervise the 
burning. of the refuse aud keep a look-out on 
the dust-boats while they ars on their way to 
the dep$t.—Yours faithfully.
